A PROCLAMATION 


Containing His Mijeſties gracious Pardon and Indemnity. 
CHARLES R. 


0: Jo A RLES the Second, by the Grace of GOD, King of Scetland, England, France and Ireland, Defender 
J=a2 of the Faith, @&c. To all and ſundry Our good Subjets whom theſe preſents do or may concern, Greet- 
y ing: The juſt Reſentments We have of the rebellious courſes taken by ſome in that Our Ancient King 
- dom of Scotland, by poiſoning Our People with Principles inconſiſtent with true Piety ,* and all hu 
9 mane Society , as well as with Our Royal Government ; and of the humorous Factions of others, whe 
& ( under pretext of re-preſenting Grievances to Ls) have moſt unjuſtly, both in Scotland and Englhind; 
p Defamed Our Judicatures of Scotland , and thereby weakened Our Authority , therein repreſented ; 
All which, did nothinder Us from endeavouring to quiet the one by Our late Proclamation ; and the 
other by a publick Hearing and Debate : And being moſt defirous to cover all the ImperfeCtions of Our Subjects , and 
to remove the Fears and Jealouſtes, whence they proceed 3 We have therefore , by Our Royal Authority , and the un- 
doubted Prerogative of Our Crown , thought fit ( with the advice of Our Privy Council ) to Indemnifie , Remit and 
Pardon ( with the Exceptions after ſpecified ) all ſuch as have been at Field, or Houſe-conventicles 3 all ſuch as are guil- 
ty of irregular a1miniſtration of the Sacraments, and other Schiſmatick Diſorders ; all ſuch as have been ingaged in the 
Rebellion, 1666. Orthe late Rebellion this preſent Year of God, 1679. All ſuch as have Spoken, Written, Printed, 
Publiſhed, or ditperſed any traiterous Speeches , infamous Lybels, or Paſquils; all ſuch as have mif-repreſented any of 
Our Judicatures , Servants, or Subjects , or have adviſed any thing contrary to Our Laws; all ſuch as have maleverſed in 
any Publick Station, or Truſt : and generally, all ſuch as are lyable to any purſuit , for any Cauſe , or Occaſion, re- 
lating to any publick Adminiſtration , by Contrivances, AGings, Oppoſitions, or otherways preceeding the date hereof: 
Declaring inte generality of theſe Preſents , to be as cffeftual to all intents and purpoſes, as if every Circumſtance of every 
the foreſaid Delinquencies , or Miſ-demeanours were particulirly and ſpecially here inſerted ; and as if every of the Perſons 


that might be challenged and purſued for the ſame, had a Remiſhonunder Our great Seal, or an At of Indemnity paftin---- -+ - 


his favours. Diſcharging any of Our Officers , or Subjects , to purſue any perſon or perfons upon any ſuch accounts . ei- 
ther ad vindiGam publican wel privatam, or to upbraid them therewith. And Commanding all Our Judges to Interpret this 
Gur Remiſſion and Indemnity , with all poſſible latitude and favour , as they will be an{werable to Us upon their higheſt 
perils. Excepting ſuch as are already foreſaulted by Our Parliaments , or Our Eriminal Court , fined by Our Privy Coun- 
cil 3 and ſuch who being fined by Inferiour Judicatures, have payed, or tranſacted for their fines, 1n ſo far-as concerns their 
reſpettive fines, ſo impoſed : Excepting allo, all ſuch Heretors and Miniſter* . who have been in the late Rebellion , 0: 
were contrivers thereof, and ſuch Heretors as have contributed thereto, by Levies of Men or Money ; and excepting like- 
wiſe fich asobeyed not Our, and Our Councils Proclamation, in aſſiſting i On Hoſt : to be purſted for that their De- 
linquency , according to Law 3 and ſuch perſons as have threatned, or abutes 5:11 ot the Orthodox Clergy , or any of Oar 
good Subjetts for aſſiſting Us , in ſuppreſling the late Rebelhon 3 and that . tince Our Proclamation , dated the twenty 
ninth day of June, laſt paſt - Which Indemnity We do grant to thole wi were ingaged in the Jate Rebellion , provided 
that they ſhal appear before ſuch as Our Privy Council thal nowinate,betwixt anc whe dycts following,viz.theſe that are with: 
in this Kingdom, betwixt and the eighteenth day of September, and theſe thar 57: farth thereot, betwixt and the thirteenth of 
November next to come.and enadt themſelves,never to carryArms againſt Us,or Our Authority,and with cxpreks condition,thar 
ifever they ſhal be at any Ficld-conventicle,or ſhal do any violence to any of Oar Orthodox Clergy,this Our Indemnity ſha! 
not be uſeful to ſuch Tranſpreſſorsany manner of way 3 as it ſhall not be to any tor private Crimes, fach as Murders, Aflatſt- 
nations, Thefts, Adulteries, the fines and denunciations thereof, and ſuch lice as never uſe «to be comprehended under ge- 
neral Acts of Indemnity 5 and particularly the Execrable Murder of the late Arch-bilhop of St. Amdrews : Nor to ſuch as 


were appointed to be carryed to the Plantations, by our Letter, dated the twenty ninth day of Juze laſt, though their lives 


be by this Our Royal Proclamation alſo, ſecured unto them, inmanner, and upon the conditions above-mentioned. Butleſt 
-the hope of Impunity ſhould embolden the 'malicious'to furiye diſorders z We do hereby Command Our' Privy Council, and 
all Our other Judicatoures, to purſueand puniſh with all the! ſeverity that Law can allow, all ſuch: as ſhall hereafter-threaten 
or abuſe the Orthodox Clergy, murmure againſt Our judicatures , or Umcers, or thai make, publiſh, print, or diſperſe Ly- 
bels, or Paſquils 5 theſe being the fore-runners of all Rebellions 3 and which , by deiaming Authority , do diſappoint all 
its juſt and neceſſary. Methods. And to the end, all Our good Subjeds may have noticeof this Our Royal Will and Pleaſare, 
We do hereby Command Our Lyon King at Armes , - andihis Brethren Heraulds, Macers, Purſevants , and Meſſengers at 
Arms, to maketimous Intimation hereof, at the Mercat Crob of Edinburgh, aud other places needful, Given at Our Court, 


at Windſor CaFile, the twenty ſeventh day of J#ly, one thouſand fix hundred ſeventy and nine. And of our Reign, the thretti- 


eth one Year.
